INSURANCE CONVENTIONS 

September as the month of insurance conventions 
has been no exception to the rule this year. 

The conventions dealing with life insurance matters 
held during the past month in the order of the dates 
of their meetings, were: 

National Convention of Insurance Commissioners, 
Los Angeles, Calif., September 1, 2 and 3. 
National Association of Life Underwriters, 
Boston, Mass., September 21, 22 and 23 
American Life Convention, 

Kansas City, Mo., September 22, 23 and 24. 

All of these conventions were important and the full 
proceedings of each should be in the library of every 
managing agent,-as well as in the home offices of all 
life insurance companies. 

While the insurance press quite fully and very ably 
covered the happenings at these conventions, neverthe- 
less the official copy of the proceedings of each con- 
vention should be available as a reference book to 
every director of soliciting agents, because such con- 
ventions are now in a most practical way illustrating 
the importance and value of co-operation, which is the 
very foundation of life insurance. 

It is most necessary for the life insurance man of 
today to have at his command first-hand information 


on all matters affecting life insurance if he is to be 


really efficient. 

Within his own field the General or Managing Agent 
1s in fact, to all intents and purposes, the company it- 
self ; therefore, the better he is equipped the more satis- 
factory the results achieved under his direction. 

If efficiency and scienthic training mean anything, 


they mean that the agent must be fully informed.

National Convention of Insurance Commissioners 

This convention was its fiftieth. 

The discussions and the addresses of the commis- 
sioners clearly indicated that it was their idea that the 
closest co-operation should obtain between the insur- 
ance companies and the supervising insurance officials. 

The actions taken by the commissioners on matters 
pertaining primarily to life insurance matters were: 


A resolution passed based upon a letter from Lawrence 


Priddy (New York Life), New York City, that no notes be 


taken for life insurance unless the legal rate of interest be 

charged. 

The report of the Valuations Committee was read and ap- 
proved. Such report showed that the actual market values 
are lower than was the case when the 1919 Convention was 
are action was taken on the proposed changes of the 
fraternal law, the sentiment of the Convention being that it 
be given a practical test. 

President Brown in his address referred briefly to 
fraternal beneficiary societies, declaring that the fra- 
ternal question was one of the most difficult with 
which the commissioners had to deal.

National Association of Life Underwriters 

This meeting of the Life Underwriters was its 
thirty-first annual convention, the association having 
been organized thirty years ago in Boston, and held at 
a date very near to the 300th anniversary of the begin- 
ning of American institutions, the “ Mayflower Pil- 
grims ”’ having landed in Plymouth in 1620. 

This association, as its name implies, is entirely an 
agency affair. | 

The very complete “ Program and Salesman’s Sylla- 
bus ” shows that it was not only most carefully com- 
piled, but so arranged that its schedule as to time and 
subjects could be followed. 


It was the largest convention ever held, 1,205 having

registered as present by noon on September 21st, the 
first day of the convention. 
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The official welcome was extended by Governor 
Coolidge, who made a most practical life insurance 
talk. 

The general theme of the convention was: “ Life 
Insurance and America’s Needs.” 

This was subdivided and considered in a very broad 
way under the following heads: 

Pians for selling business. 

Income insurance, 

Fitting policies to individual needs. 
Encouragement of individual thrift. 
Life insurance and inheritance taxes. 
Insurance for women, 

Industrial insurance. 

General agency problems. 


Selling plans for town and country. 
Social background of life insurance.

Fhis convention was its fifteenth annual meeting. 
Its membership as of August 1, 1920, comprised 130 
companies whose admitted assets as of December 31, 
1919, amounted to $742,949,378, with insurance in 
force at that time of $6,043,721,834. 

Its membership is not limited to the younger and 
relatively smaller companies, but includes some of the 
older insurance companies, notably the Phoenix Mu- 
tual and Travelers, both of Hartford.

Wednesday morning, September 22nd, announced that 
important subjects would be dealt with, namely:

LATEST INSURANCE DECISIONS DISCUSSED

PREMIUMS PAID BY THIRD PARTIES ON LIFE 
POLICY WILL NOT GIVE THEM TITLE 
TO INSURANCE. 


\ contract of life insurance evidenced by a benefit 
certificate was issued by the Knights of the Maccabees ot 
the World, a foreign corporation, in September, 1898. By 


this contract the life of one John J. Lyons, one of its 
members, was insured for $2,000, payable wpon his death 
to his wife, the plaintiff herein, as sole beneficiary. The 
insured obtained the insurance, named the plaintiff bene- 
ficiary, and except for a change of* beneficiary carried the 
same down to the time of his death in fulfillment of his 
oral promise so to do in consideration of her promise to 
marry him. 

On or about the 5th day of February, 1912, however, 
the insured made application to the insurer to have the 
beneficiary in the original policy changed to Delia Lyons 
ane Mary Lyons, daughters by a former marriage and 

tefendants herein. In March, 1912, 4 new benefit certifi- 
cate made payable to the defendants, the new beneficiaries, 
was issued without consent of the plaintiff. At his death 
the insured was a member in good standing of the order 

and the policy was in full force. From February 5, 1912, 
up to the time of the death of the insured the defendants 
Delia Lyons and Mary Lyons paid the premiums on the 
policy. Just prior to this period the decedent was sus- 
pended from the order on account of being in arrears of 
his dues, and for his reinstatement in good standing the 
defendants made up the deficit. 

In an action by the widow to recover the amount of the 
policy, judgment was renderedsin her favor at the Equity 
Term. Upon reviewing the case, the Appellate Division 
said: 

“The record shows that Lyons was suspended on the 


1911, and that he was fully reinstated 
pursuant to section 334 and section 335 of the by-laws 
within ninety days from that time. The fact that the 
defendants did on the 26th day of December, 1911, pay 
to the record keeper of his tent the monthly rates and per 
capita tax for which he was in arrears, together with all 
dues and assessments ‘or which he would have been liable 
during the period of his suspension, including the amount 
due for the month in which he was reinstated. gave the 
defendants no title to the insurance. They paid it in his 
right and he thereby became, ipso facto. under the by-laws, 
fully reinstated. The moneys so paid by the defendants 
and the moneys thereafter paid by them to keep up the 
insurance were voluntarily paid, but if not so paid in view 
of the circumstances, the most that they could claim would 
be a lien upon the insurance moneys, and it already 
appears that the plaintiff has consented that the defendants 
may be reimbursed for their expenditures from the moneys 
denos'ted in the bank, and the judethent so provides 

“The counsel for the appellants: falls into a palpable 
error in supposing that the certificate of the order dated 
February 5, 1912, and used as part of the application to 
change the beneficiaries, had any connection with Lyons’ 
reinstatement, and for that reason a considerab'’e amount 
of error crept into h‘s statement preceding his formal 
points. 

‘In his first point the counsel for the appellants argues 
t'at the evidence does not sustain the finding by the 
Equity Term of the existence of the oral agreement by 
which, in consideration of the pla‘ntiff's promise to marry 
I.vons, he promised to take out the insurance and main- 
tain the same for her benefit. We think the evidence was 
quite sufficient to sustain th's finding.”

Contributions continue until death on the 
basis of a low level rate to age ™®, at which 
time it is automatically converted to the 
Ordinary Life form of certificate, with the 
privilege of converting into any other form 


of certificate issued before attaining 
age ™®.

, This is the second time the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance has liquidated the 
Economic Rellef Association. On January 
5 1910, the Supreintendent of Insurance 
took possession of the Association, and 
liquidated its affairs. On April 14, 1910 
the Superintendent of Insurance surrend- 
ered possession of the Association to its 
ollicers and the Association assumed the 
transaction of business. 

On Mareh 28, 1912, the association was 
e‘amined by examiners of the Insurance 
Department which examination showed an 
excess of Uabilities over assets amounting 
to $1460.14. On filing this report the 
association agreed to provide a fund of 
$000 within sixty days if the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance would allow it to 
continue to do business. The Superin- 
tendent of Insurance granted the associa- 
tion until the 16th day of July, 1912, in 
which to satisfy him that its agreement 
had been fulfilled and for that purpose 
continued the examination. An examina- 
tlon was made at close of business on 
July 16, 1912, by an examiner of the In- 
surance Department which disclosed that 
the excess of MHabilities over assets 
imounted to $4,901.35, and that the asso- 
ciation had failed to meet its agreement 
to pay in the sum of $3,000. On these 
facts the court ordered the liquidation 
which has resulted in the report of Super- 
intendent Phillips, which was filed to-day.

A very complete an‘ 
exhaustive examination was made of this 
department of the company’s business, the 
time of one examiner being devoted ex 
clusively to this work for a period of 
seven days. All unpaid claims for the 
period of two years prior to December 531, 
1919, were inspected as well as those claims 
which had been abandoned, rejected and 
resisted. 

“The paid claim files were also thor- 
oughly examined and it was found that the 
company has been, in the majority of cases, 
prompt and equitable in its adjustment ani 
payment of losses with an apparent recor- 
nition of its contractual obligations.

“The Western Mutual Life Association 
Was organized under the laws of the state 
of South Dakota in the year 1886 for the 
purpose of affording insurance benefits to 
members of the Masonic fraternity. 





“The originator of the Association was 
Gilbert F. Stevenson, who, from its incep- 
tion until the present time, has been its 
secretary and the executive officer manag- 
ing its affairs. 

* “In July, 1899, a corporation entitlea 
“The Western Mutual Life Association 
was organized under the laws of the state 
of California. The South Dakota corpora- 
tion and the California corporation con- 
tinued for approximately three years as 
separate entities, the California corpora- 
tion being the recipient of all new busi- 
ness and the South Dakota corporation 
continuing to administer the business 
which was upon the company’s books prior 
to the incorporation under the laws of the 
state of CaHfornia. In 1902 a merger wus 
effected between the South Dakota corpo- 
ration and the California corporation, aid 
from that year until the present time the 
Ilome Office of the Western Mutual Life 
Association has been located in the state 
of California. 

Territory. 

“The Association operates under the fra 
ternal benefit laws of the states of Cali 
fornia and Idaho. In practically all other 
states in which it operates it does so as 
an arsessment company and is authorized 
trder the laws regulating the conduct of 
assessment companies in those states which 
Lave such laws. In states where assess 
ment companies are not subject to the 
jurisdiction of insurance departments, it 
operates without supervision, 

Business in Force and Plan of Operation. 

“As of December 31, 1919, there were 
certificates in force amounting to $21,535.- 
000 divided among 13,688 members. Since 
its inception until the date of the adop 
tion of the amendment to the fraternal! 
benefit law, the company operated vepon x 
step-rate plan entirely, confining its cer 
tificates to amounts of $1,000 and $2,000 
with a limitation of coverage on any one 
life not to exceed $3,000. In 1917, the Asso- 
ciation changed its plan in this regard, and 
during that year readjusted its rates so 
that provision was made for coverage upon 
the step-rate and level premium plans. 
Limitations of coverage continued = as 
hitherto except that provision was made for 
a lien of $250 per thousand on all certifi- 
cates the holders of which would not ac- 
cept at the age of @ a rate of $76.66, which 
is $2.01 in excess of the net level rate upon 
the American Experience 3%% table. 


Reorganization. 

“As will be noted by a perusal of the 
foregoing, this Association is not amenable 
to the laws regulating the conduct of fra- 
ternal benefit organizations as they stance 
upon the statute books of all of the states 
in which it operates. In many states, as 
above noted, it is subject to the laws 
reculating the conduct of assessment com- 
panies, and in other states deemed by the
